He confirmed that Super- 
visor Mitchell, Clerk Bowers 
and he went to Florida to at- 
tend a conference on New Ur- 
banism. He said that Mitchell 
and he went for the full week 
and Bowers joined them mid- 
week. He confirmed the word 
“junket” was a proper term to 
use to describe the trip (this is 
the term The Weekly used). 

He said that during the week 
- that he was in Florida he trav- 
eled 900 miles in 2-1/2 days 
and visited seven different 
developments.

He 
suggested that we should put 
on the brakes and look at other 
ways to proceed and he prom- 
ised more information was 
coming. 

After concluding his re- 


‘marks, he made a motion to 


have a “Planning Day” and to 
spend up to $20,000 to finance 
it. It was at this point that 
Trustee O’Kelley said “holy 
smoke.” 

The Treasurer then said that 
the Supervisor, the Clerk, and 
he had been working on this 
idea and suggested August 17th 
as the day of the Planning Day.

He went on to say this was a

He said the meeting should 
be mandatory for all Board 
members, the Planning Com- 
mission and Zoning Board of 
Appeals. He said all the people 
that serve on Township boards 
and committees should attend 
along with the citizens. He 
said he hoped that between 
200-300 people attend. 

Clerk Bowers expressed her 
support for the Planning Day 
by supporting the motion to 


spend up to $20,000. She said - 


she viewed the planning day 
as a community project and 
compared it to the community 
meeting that was held when 
the new Master: Plan was 
started. 

Trustee Carey said she was 
sorry she was was unable to 
go on the Florida trip but 
said it was worth the time 
and expense. 

Supervisor Mitchel also sup- 
ported the spending of 
$20,000 by saying that we 
were one of the fastest grow- 
ing communities in the area 
and he was concerned about 
affordable housing. 


He went on to say that he 


is not sure he was supportive 
of a plan for the entire 
Township but perhaps for 
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‘part of it. He expressed con- 
cern over one-acre lots and 


-said there could be future 
infrastructure problems with. 


one-acre developments. 

Trustee Adkins suggested 
that the Board delay a decision 
until the new Zoning and 
Planning Director was on 
board. In reponse, Treasurer 
Skrzycki told the Board that he 
had been in contact with Mr. 
Kirtland. on a constant basis 
since his interview. He even 
mentioned that he spoke to 
him while he (Skrzycki) was 
in Florida. 

Both Trustee Adkins and 
O’Kelley thought this was odd 
because he was only an inter- 
viewed candidate at the time. 
Both asked Skrzycki if he had 
talked to the other candidate. 
He said he had tried a few 
times but had no communica- 
tion with her since the inter- 
view. O’Kelley asked if he had 
written her and he advised he 
had not. 

During the Trustee’s report, 
O’Kelley used his time to 
counter the representations 
made by the supporters of 
New Urbanism and he ques- 
tioned the spending of $20,000 
and the need to travel to 
Florida when local examples 
exist. 

He said New Urbanism/ 
Smart Growth was not smart 
for Huron Township. He said 
Huron was not an urban com- 
munity and that the program 
had little. application to our 
Township. 

He said the community was 
going to be hearing a lot about 
slow growth/controlled growth 








from those that support New 
Urbanism and he said it was a 
misrepresentation of what New 
Urbanism was. 

He said there would be some 
Board members who will try 
to justify the expense by relat- 
ing it to Huron Township and 
he urged the citizens to be cau- 
tious about those represeri.a- 
tions. He emphasized the pro- 
gram was not about. slow 
growth or controlled growth. 
He said the program as it could 
apply to Huron Township was 
not worth a trip to Florida or 


$20,000. 


He said that whatever basic 
problems Huron Township has 
can be corrected by slow 
growth, controlled growth, 
quality growth, and finding 
ways to generate financial 
resources complementing our 
rural/recreational community. 

He added that he hoped the 
Planning commission would 
have enough sense to reject it 
and save the Township consid- 
erable money and time. ; 

Trustee Adkins urged the cit- 
izens to attend the scheduled 
August 17h meeting and 
voiced her support for our rural 
community. Earlier in the 
meeting she advised a citizen 
that smart growth was about 
small lots, not rural. 

Editors Note: Zhe Huron 
River Weekly considers this 
new effort by some Board 
members to be an important 
topic and we wil cover it in 
great detail. We are in the 
process of visiting some of the 
local examples of this devel- 
opment philosophy and we 
will report on our findings.
